SOVIET TO CEASE 
ALL PROPAGANDA 


England Agrees to Observe 
Neutrality Regarding the 
Internal Affairs of the 
Bolsheviki. 


By the Associated Press. 

LONDON, March 16—The trade 
agreement under which commercial 
relations will be resumed by Great 
Britain and Russia was signed here 
this morning by representatives of 
the Governments of the two coun- 
tries. 

The Board of Trade, after having 
carried on’ negotiations with Leonid 
Krassin, representative of the Rus- 
sian Bolshevik Government, rewrote 
several clauses, which had presented 
considerable difficulty in the past. 
The principle that Russia Will cease 
all propaganda outside of that coun- 
try and that England will observe 
neutrality regarding Russian Inter- 
nal affairs was given due recogni- 
tion in the clauses which were al- 
tered. 

Details of Agreement. 
The agreement is essentially the 


Trade and Commerce, in January, 
the most important terms of which 
follow: 

Each party agrees to refrain from 
hostile action or propaganda outside 
its borders against the other’s insti- 
tutions or giving assistance or en- 
couragement to any propaganda out- 
side its own border. The Soviet Gov- 
ernment particulagly agrees to re- 
frain from any encouragement of 
Asiatic peoples to action against 
British interests, especially ‘n Asia 
Minor, Persia, Afghanistan and In- 
dia. 

British subjects in Russia and 
Russians in. Great Britain will be 
permitted. to return to their homes 
if they Sodesire. 7 

Each agrees not to impose any 
form of blockade against the other 
or any discriminations against trade 
not imposed on other foreign coun- 
tries. 

Ships In each other's harbor shia!t 
receive the treatment usually ac- 
corded foreign merchant ships by 
commercial nations. 

The agreement provides for the 
clearance of mines from the Baltio 
and the approaches to Russia and the 
exchange of information regarding 
mines. 

It provides for the admission to 
both countries of persons appointed 
te carry out the agreement, with the 
right to restrict them to specified 
areas and the exclusion of any who 
are persona non grata, and also free 
communication ag exemption froin 
taxation. -
